Southern Retaliation.

Wasnineton, Jan. 24.—Congress- 
men are commenting upon the action 
of several Southern Legislatures in de- 
clining to take steps to participate in 
the World’s Fair, pending the consid- 
eration of the Elections biil. Senator 
Cullum, of Illinois, said he did not 
believe the proceedings would have 
any effect upon Senators favorably dis- 
posed toward the bill. Representa- 
tive Butterworth of Ohio, said the 
question was a grave one, and if ten 
or a dozen States should decline to 
participate in the Fair its success might 
be jeopadized. He hoped the Fair 
would be out of politics. Representa- 
tive Candler of Massachusetts, Chair- 
man of the World’s Fair Committee, 
said he did not think the sentiment of 
the people was fairly represented in 
the proposed action. Representative 
Taylor of Illinois, believes the Fair 
will be a success even if all the south- 
ern States decline to participate. He 
does not think the action of the south- 
ern legislatures will influence any 
votes on the Elections bill. Senator 
Berry of Arkansas, said he would not 
attempt toinfluence the Arkansas Leg- 
islature in the matter, but fully in- 
dorsed its proceedings. Arkansas pro- 
posed to make a liberal appropriation | 
for an exhibit, but if the Elections bill 
hecame a law the business of the 
State will be impaired and the flow of 
immigration and capital stopped.

Congressional.

Wasuinerton, Jan. 24.—The Senate 
met at 11 o’clock in continuation of 
Thursday’s session with but 45 Sena- 
tors in attendance, exactly a quorum. 
Stewart took the floor to address the 
Senate on the closure resolution, bnt 
yielded to a motion by Frye for an 
executive session, on the assurance 
that it would not occupy more than 
five or ten minutes. 

The legislative session was resumed 
at 11:25, when Stewart offered the 
amendment which he had given no- 
tice of on Thursday last. It contains 
three propositions. The first being to 
strike out of the proposed rule the 
words ‘‘and the question shall be put 
upon the amendments, if any then be 
pending, and upon the measure in its 
successive stages, according to the 
rules of the Senate, but without de- 
bate,”’ and to substitute the words 
‘‘and debate on pending amendments 
and such amendments as may be 
offered while the measuwe is under 
consideration, shall be limited as pro- 
vided under Rale 8.’”’ Second, to in- 
sert in the sentence providing that no 
motion shall be in order but a motion 
to adjourn or take a reces3, the words 
“to recommit with or without instrnc- 
tions, or to lay on the table,” and 
the third being a clause that, pending 
proceedings under the proposed rule, 
*‘Rule 17 shall besuspended.’’ Rule 8, 
referred to in the first proposition pro- 
vides for the ‘‘order of business of the 
morning hour,’’ and Rule 17 is that 
‘“‘when an amendment is proposed to 
any pending measure and laid on the 
table, it shall not carry with it or prej- 
udice such a measure.’’ 

Faulkner demanded the yeas and 
nays on the amendment and they 
were ordered. Stewart then com- 
menced his argument against the pro- 
posed rule and against the Elections 
bill. At the close of Stewart’s speech 
Sanders took the floor, but yielded to 
Aldrich, who asked the unanimous 
consent, first, to limit the debate to 
half an hour, then to limit the 
length of the speeches to one hour. 
objection was made to each of these 
requests on the Democratic side. San- 
ders ther’ proceedéd with his speech. 


HOUSE. 


Before the reading of the journal 
this morning, Breckenridge of Arkan- 
sas raised the point that the House 
had ‘no quorum and a call of the 
House was ordered. One hundred and

/rum having responded to their names, 


the clerk proceeded to read the jour- 
nal, when Breckenridge demanded its 
reading in full, and after some debate 
this was done. Breckenridge made 
further attempts to cause delay, but 
on motion of McKinley the previous 
question was ordered on the ‘approval 
of the journal, and it was approved.

There are twenty-two 
minerals more valuable than either 
gold or silver, and the wisdom of 
such a step can be readily seen. 
Humboldt and Lander counties 
present large fields for the indus- 
trious prospector. While the 
counties have been pretty well 
prospected for gold and silver, lit- 
tle or nothing is known of the 
State’s richness in other minerals, 
aug were a laboratory, fully 
equipped for testing all kinds of 
ores, with competent men in 
charge, established where pros- 
pectors could have the work done 
and know tbat they would not be 
called upon te put up from sev- 
enty-five to one hundred and sev- 
enty-five dollars for finding out 
just what a particular piece of ore 
contained, does any one doubt that 
some lode other than gold or sil- 
ver would be found within a year’s 
time, that perhaps would be 
worth all the gold and silver Ne- 
vada has ever produced? Suctlia 
thing, too, would be a great 


adjunct to the school, and in our |

The Government pro- 
vides liberally for the maintenance 
ofa mining school, and in that way 
we would have oue in fact as well 
as in name, and if any State Legis-

| OHINESE AT SCHOOL. 


Work of the Missions on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 


John’s Instinct for Material Gain Renders 
Him an Apt Scholar, Bat He Is 
Deplorably Deficient in Rea- 
soning Power. 


The Chinese whom we see in this. 
country as immigrants are, almost to a 
man, from the province of Canton, and 
the Cantonese are at once the most en- 
terprising, the bravest and the 
“toughest” subjects of the Emperor. 
From their ranks are drawn the 
cleverest merchants in all parts of 
China, the most daring navigat- 
ors, the finest soldiers and the 
most efficient police. They push out 
into other countries, says a writer 
in Kate Field’s Washington, when they 
can no longer endure the overpopula- 
tion, poverty and squalor at home. Pos- 
sibly one in twenty can read and write 
in a very limited way. The rest have 
' neither the time nor the opportunity to 
learn. 

There are no public schools in China, 
and life there is so wholly a struggle 
for the barest needs of existence that 
the means would be lacking to attend 
them if there were. Where a family of 
from four to six persons jointly earn 
and are expected to house, clothe and 
feed thefmselves on four dollars a 
month; where the common people’s 
food consists of poor rice at a cent and 
a half a pound, now and then a veg- 
etable which they are able to raise 
themselves, and perhaps once a week a 
little fish; where they must work in 
freezing weather out of doors clad in 
cotton garments; from such a region 
any escape is welcome, any refuge is 
Heaven as compared with it. ‘The Can- 
tonese knows nothing as danger, priva- 
tion or hardship after what.he has left 
behind him at home. Fighting comes as 
natural to him as freezing or starving. 
It is only one of the incidents, after all, 
of an existence whose highest aim was 
the procuring of means to sustain it- 
self and whose boundaries were drawn 
by the hand of an inexorable fate. 

What ‘I have said here will account 
for the slow progress which seems to be 
mad: by the various charitable agencies 
'estblished by the white people for the 
benefit of the Chinese. Four religious 
societies, for instance, have opened mis- 
sion schools for them in the city of 
Portland. These institutions are all 
doing earnest work, but Only one has se- 
cured the services of an American in- 
structor who can talk to his pupils in 
the Chinese language; the rest have 
white persons at their head, with Chi- 
nese interpreters, preachers and teach- 
ers. The exception is the Presbyterian 
school, presided over by Rev. William 5. 
Holt, who lived ten years in China and 
| became an expert in speaking and writ- 
ing the language of the country, and 
more especially the dialect of the Can- 
tonese: His work may be taken, if lo- 
cal opinion is to be trusted, as about 
the best gauge of the success of such 
efforts. During the four years he has 
been here he has had some two hundred 
pupils. Of these only about a dozen 
have shown a desire to carry their edu- 
cation any distance past the rudimenta- 
ry stage. This is not because the rest 
are lazy or stupid, for they are the very 
reverse. The pupils are mostly house- 
hold servants and clerksin stores. They 
make no matter of coming to school in 
the evening after a hard day’s work and 
spending two or three hours at their 
books, and the Chinaman has yet to be 
found who can not learn his English al- 
phabet in one day and be ready the next 
to read words of a single syllable. 

The whole trouble is that they are apa- 
thetic about every thing beyond what 
they see is going to bring them ‘in some 
immediate profit, or make their work-a- 
day lives a trifle easier. They can find 
a wider market for their labor and com- 
mand better wages if they can speak, 
read and write English, therefore they 
seek such knowledge. The idea of 
learning for learning’s own sake, of 
getting an education for the fund of in- 
ternal resources and refined enjoyment 
it will bring with it, is furthest from 
their minds. For centuries their an- 
ecestors have had no higher ambition 
than the satisfaction of the bodily wants 
of the day and the provision of a hole to 
crawl into at night. What can be cx- 


of the present generation? 

Impelled by the instinct of material 
gain, the Chinaman seeks the school 
and begins his studies. His progress is 
phenomenally rapid up to the point 
where mere memorizing ceases and the 
exercise of the reasoning faculty be- 
gins. Here he makes his first stumbles. 
Not that he does not get alonc. for his 
shrewdness at devising expedients is 
marvelous. He will surmount difficul- 
ties in his own fashion most cleveriy if 
they lie directly in the path he has fixed 
his resolve to travel. In by far the 
largest number of cases, whicre they Lie 
outside of that straight line, he has no 
desire to carry his research further. 
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How Nutenegs Crow. 

Nutmegs and mace, two of the princi 
pal spices of commerce, grow in the 
same pod. The tiny tree upon which 
they grow is almost identical with a pear 
tree two to three years old. The nut- 
mez is the center or seed of the fruit, 
which is about the size of an ordinary 
hen’s egg. The best comparison of the 
fruit would be with the hickory nut.. ln 
ripening, the outside cracks open, show- 
ing the nutmeg inclosed in a{thin, lacy 
covering, which is the mace. It is 
found in all the tropical islands of Amer- 
ica and Asia, the most fruitful trees 
growing in Jamaica, some of them 
yielding as many as 5,090 nutmegs in a 
year.

Captain Pierce is of the opinion that 
his beef estimates will probably have 
tu be increased by 60 per cent.. owing 
to the difference in the weight of the 
cattle now as compared with their 
weight when received last October.

He 
lives as the swallow doos, on insects in 
the air, and, although his sight is very 
poor, bis touch and smell are so sensi- 
tive that he has no difficulty in catch- 
ing his prey, even when flying so very 
fast. 

When cold weather comes on the bat 
ceases to fly about in search of food, He 
doesn't need to. He seeks a well shel- 
tered nook, where he is not likely to be 
| disturbed, and quietly takes a nap till 
| next spring! 

Somewhat analagous to the bat, the 
| mammalian of the air, is the whale, the 
mammalian of the sea. The whale isno 
more a fish than the bat is a bird. Its 
young are born like the kittens and the 
puppies, but only one at atime. The 
young whale takes its nourishment at 
its mother’s breast, just as the human 
baby does, and it is justas carefully 
watched and guarded by its parents. 

Although whales grow to enormous 
size, sometimes eighty and even ninety 
foet long, the throat is so small that 
the animal couldn't swallow a bite as 
large as a tea biscuit. This applies to

uponhim, Barnum when in health keeps 
up his old habits of exercise, though of 
course in a modified degree. He has a 
gymnasium connected with his house, 
and there he still swings clubs occa- 
s. He 
does not turn handsprings any more, 
nor walk the ti¢ht rope. He has as well 
discarded his athletic costume, but he 
exercises sufliciently to retain his vigor 
and cheerfulness. There are no trees 
on his grounds, so he is deprived of 
Gladstone’s favorite pursuit of wood- 
chopping. The acrobatic side of Bar- 
num’s nature has never before been 
written up. This is because his innate 
modesty made him hesitate about tell- 
ing of it to more than a few friends, 
who were pledged to secrecy, but like 
every thing else it had to come out, and 
now it is a secret no longer. 
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Speed in Writing. 

A rapid penman can write thirty words 
in a minute, says a writer inthe Chicago 
Evening Journal. Todo this he must 
draw his quill through the space ofa 
rod—sixteon and a-half feet. In forty 
minutes his pen travels afurlong, and 
in five hours and a-third a mile. We 
make, on an average, sixteen curves of 
the pen in writing each word. Writing 
thirty words in a minute, wc must make 
four hundred and cighty-eight to cach 
minute;in an hour twenty-cight thou- 
sand cight hundred; in a day of only five 
hours, one hundred and forty-four thou- 
sand; and in’a year of three hundred 
days, forty-three million two hundred 
thousand. The man who made one mil- 
lion strokes of a pen ina month was not 
at all remarkable. Many men make 
four million. Here we have inthe ag- 
gregate a mark, three hundred miles 
long, to be traced on paper by each 
writer in a year. In making each letter 
of the ordinary alpliabet, we must make 
from three to seven strokes of the pen— 
on an average, three and one-half to 
four. 


Relics of Old Rome.

While laying some water pipe the other 
day, Says a correspondent, the workmen 
unearthed a fine bust in Carrara marble 
of the Empress Faustina. The bust is 
quite uninjured. In a vineya ‘d belong- 
ing to the Capuchins a statue has been 
resurrected which is recognized as a 
statue of the Goddess of ortune. Ten 
feet below the surface in the Via Polia 
has been found an ancient Roman road 
which is undoubtedly the road that in 
early Roman times led from the city to 
the Flaminian gate. Thirty feet be- 
low the surface in another part of the 
city have just been found the remain: 
of an old Roman house, parts of which 
are in a tolerable state of preservation.
